After being advised that he was wilting 
to give a statement as to what had occurred and was being cooperative about getting the matter dealt with, 
this subject was advised of his Constitutional Rights at 10:30 AH and agreed to talk after acknowledging 
that he understood the rights- The suspect gave a taped statement, which is attached, and in this^^^ 
statement outlines that on Thursday, dune 13th* he was in fact baby sitting the children and after 
had come up to hfm and kissed him and put her arms around him t that he, did in fact put his hands inside her 
pants and touched her vagina* He also agreed that this was done in a sexual connotation.
